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Applicant argues that the prior art of record does not teach either expressly or inherent description. Applicant argues on p. 8, that 
Keita does not "introducing a quantity of unconsolidated dielectric material into ... at least one aperture." In fact, since the printed wiring 
board of Keita includes through holes 3 that are formed in photosetting resin 10 as the base material of the printed wiring board is formed, 
there would be no reason to introduce a quantity of unconsolidated dielectric material into the through holes 3." 

Examiner disagrees. By applicant's own admission, the through holes 3 are formed with photosetting resin. As the photosetting 
resin is formed, unconsolidated dielectric remains in the hole. Applicant maintains that there would be no reason to introduce a quantity of 
unconsolidated dielectric material. Still, applicant does not say how, when, or under what conditions the unconsolidated dielectric material 
is added. 

Applicant further maintains there is no expressly nor inherently describes "selectively consolidating unconsolidated dielectric 
material ... to form an insulative coating on surfaces of ... at least one aperature." 

Again, examiner disagrees. It is reminded that examiner has a fiduciary responsibility for the public interest to interpret claim 
language as broadly as possible. 

As cited in the final rejection sent 15 December 2004, p. 2, the substrate is represented in fig. 3A, by the structure 6. The at least 
one precursor hole is defined by the sidewalls of 6. With the progression of figs. 3A-C, the unconsolidated dielectric material 10 is set 
adjacent to the periphery of the hole 6 by beam 9. 

Under the claim limitations presented, examiner finds the prior art has been interpreted reasonably. 
For the above reasons, the rejection is deemed proper. 
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
